May 31, 1970— Looking 
as if he was strapped to an Apollo Space 
vehicle, Jim Rice literally rocketed 
away with the 4th Annual Reading Nation- 
al one-half mile race, 

It was Jim’s 3rd win in 1970 and 
moved him into 2nd place in National 
point standings. 

The Reading course is what racers 
call a grooved track, And today the 
groove was a 2 foot wide strip of hard, 
rubber coated dirt, that had the appear- 
ance of a mini-freeway. The trick was to 
hang on to the groove through the corners 
without sliding out. 

Once a rider slides off the groove, 
he’s in very slick, loose dirt and, at 
best, loses a couple of positions, If he 
gets way off the groove he usually fals 
down, 

After practice and qualifying — fast 
time being set by young Californian, 
Dave Smith — the three Expert elimina- 
tion heats got underway, with three rid- 
ers from each heat getting positions in 
the Main, 

Don Castro got off the line and into 
the groove in the first heat, He had the 
groove down pat and was not touched 
throughout the race, Mert Lawwill was 
working his way through the thick traffic, 
when his kill button shorted, cutting his 
engine and forcing his retirement. Gene 
Romero looked as if he had an easy sec- 
ond but crashed while going into the third 
corner, about one-half way through the 
heat, Bill Eves sneaked into second and 
Frank Gillespie was third, 

The second heat was almost a repeat 
of the first, with Ken Pressgrove doing 
the honors, The only difference was that 
there was a lot more racing for third 
place and a starting position in the Na- 
tional, Gary Nixon got off the line right 
behind Pressgrove and had second sewed 
up for the whole heat, It was a terrible 
battle for third between Dave Aldana, 
Mark Brelsford and Dick Mann, Mann 
called on his years of experience and got 
around the younger riders, 

The last Expert heat saw last year’s 
winner, Larry Palmgren, do the groove 
thing, Billy Floyd took second, andRice, 
after a rather slow start, got third, 

So far a leader had not been passed, 
and it looked like the man to get off the 
line first in the National just might win it. 

The third heat also saw the reappear- 
ance of Bart Markel, who looked well 
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recovered from his bone-breaking crash 
one month ago, 3 
Tod Sloan and Rex Beauchamp won the 
two Amateur heats, The second heat had 
a bad crash, when Gary Fisher fell and

riders to make the program, Dave Al- 
dana got bumped coming off the line, and 
his bike jumped out of gear, leaving him 
last into the first corner, Meanwhile, 
Cal Rayborn was out fron hanging in that 
groove and making sure of his spot in 
the feature. George Longabaugh and 
Royal Sherbet held down second and 
third places, holding off a determined 
Mark Brelsford. 

Aldana tried to get into the race by 
passing everyone outside in the loose 
stuff, Dave made some beautiful slides 
in his unsuccessful attempt to pass rid- 
ers, He finally got on the groove and 
passed a couple of riders, only to slide 
off and crash, 

The Amateur final got underway, with 
Dennis Palmgren in the lead and Doug 
Sehl, the Canadian who has won all of 
the Amateur one-half miles this year, 
in second, Doug was having his problems 
with the groove, and Tod Sloan got 
around, then managed to slip under the 
youngest Palmgren brother. Sloan went 
on to win the race, but not beforea hotly 
contested battle with second place finish- 
er, Palmgren. Sehl was afirm third when 
his chain came off in the second corner, 
taking the rear wheel with it. He fell 
hard, but did more damage to his new 
leathers than anything else, 

The program went like clockwork and 
the feature event was ready to begin at 
4:30 p.m, 

The riders were introduced, starter 
Duke Pennell dropped the flag, and Billy 
Floyd was into the first corner ahead 
of everyone, 

Nixon was right behind, looking, for 
all the world, like he was trying to crawl 
into the leaders ‘exhaust pipe. Gary 
finally went around Floyd and was the 
first Expert to pass a leader all day, 

Nixon stayed out front, and back in the 
pack riders were passing each other and 
juggling for position, Jim Rice got off 
the line poorly and was way back, 

Larry Palmgren was slowly closing 
on Nixon, and Rice was beginning to 
move from-the rear. 

Rice got by Palmgren and then got 
under the former National Champion, 
Nixon seemed to slow down, Palmgren, 
Don Castro and Dick Mann all got by. 

Rice looked as if he had things going

I want to take this moment to write 
this open letter to all the wonderful 
people that came to the aid of my daughter 
at the Victors M.C, races, 

My daughter, Mona Joy, age 11, was 
walking a few feet from the pits trail 
shortly after the start of the race when 
an unidentified “pit racer” hit her head 
on. She saw the bike coming and moved 
to the side, He must have seenher at the 
same moment and turned to avoid her; 
but they both moved in the same direc- 
tion and collided, 

So many stranger immediately came 
to her aid. I wish I could list the names 
of all of them, but I don’t even know what 
clubs they were from, These people 
immediately put out a call for Rescue 3, 
tried to make has as comfortable as 
possible, and sent some one to find me. 
My very deepest thanks goes to all these 





nameless wonderful people, 

Rescue 3 did a beautiful job, and City 
Ambulance made that anxious trip to 
Ridgecrest Hospital bearable. 

Since the accident we have received 
so many, many calls from clubs allover 
District 37, and appreciation to all of 
those that have been so concerned, 

If any of you has a spare moment, 
please drop a card or a little note to my 
daughter, She has a very long recupera- 
tion ahead of her; first, four to six weeks 
in the hospital with her left upper leg 
broken and in traction and her rightarm 
broken in two places, Then she’ll spend 
at least another six to eight weeks in a 
cast from her waist down, 

It is going to be a lonely stay for her, 
as we live in Barstow and she is hos- 
pitalized in San Bernardino. Her address 
is: Ramona Joy Fries, Community Hos- 
pital - Rm. 604, 1500 West 17th Street, 
San Bernardino, Calif, 92405. 

My only hope is that this terrible 
accident, which could have been even 
more tragic, will never be repeated, 
«Pit racing” is so totally unnecessary. 
There’s the wide open desert to ride in, 
Why do non-participants feel it is a 
‘must’ to race where most of the people 
are gathered. Please, let’s put an end to 
this before the next accident may cause 
a death,

At the last Carlsbad ACA road race I 
was again distressed to witness an am- 


‘-bulance touring the course with riders 


racing by at full speed. The only evi- 
dence of the ambulance’s presence was 
the starter who was holding a yellow 
flag. The race was completed in the ab- 
sence of the ambulance which had carried 
an injured rider down the entire main 
straight on the way to the hospital. For- 
tunately the rider was not seriously 
injured. 

There was a lull before the next race 
while everyone waited for the arrival of 
another ambulance so I took the chance 
to talk to the starter. A small group 
gathered as I questioned the occurrence, 
The concensus was: ‘‘The ambulance 
driver should have waited for the end of 
the race before leaving the track” — I 
was amazed at the apparent lack of con- 


~ 


cern for the injured rider. True, I am 
new to road racing but this was toomuch, 

I am an inter-physician and have 
witnessed the results of far too many 
motorcycle accidents. I thought this type 
of racing was ‘‘for the sport of it’? and 
should assume no needless risk to life 
and limb, I shudder to think of a high 
speed motorcycle-ambulance collision, 
or of a seriously injured rider waiting 
for the completion of a race before being 
rushed to a hospital, 

If it is necessary for an ambulance to 
attend to an injured rider on the track 
shouldn’t the race be stopped?

GUEST EDITORIAL 


By profession I teach at a university. 
For the racing season of 1969 I spon- 
sored an amateur and went with him to 
about twenty races as his pitman, The 
following is based on this (I realize 
somewhat limited experience) and from 
talking to people associated with racing, 

Even though I live daily with a con- 
siderable amount of bureaucratic mis- 
management and stupidity, as we all do, 
I was appalled at the state of class C 
racing. I doubt that there are many pro- 
fessions which would take such treatment 
without protest — indeed motorcycle rac- 
ers often take it with a certain perverse 
pride, Let me cite some examples, 

A half-mile in Sparta, Illinois was 
given no discernible preparation for 
months, During the course of the race 
meet a water truck dampened. down the 
track occasionally but with no lasting 
effect. The dust was so bad that a rider 


in the pack could not see his front wheel, 

There being no wind, the spectators 

could not see much of the race either. 

They could, however, see the women in 

the pits which the referee did not see 
; fit to remove. 


At a half-mile at Urbana, Illinois there 
was a hole so positioned that if a rider 
went a little wide coming out of number 
four turn a very bad accident could re- 
sult — and it did in the second amateur 
heat. However, the fifteen minutes neces- 
sary to fill in the hole and put up a few 
hay bales was not taken until Ben Breed- 
ing hit the same hole in an Expert heat 
and was very severely injured, While 
spectators may get a thrill out of seeing 
a racer slide out, I don’t think they enjoy 
watching accidents such as Breeding’s, 
Further, I don’t think they like to watch 
beer being drunk in the pits during the 
race meet as was done there. The spon- 
soring club put a lot of work into this 
race which was marred, in my opinion, 
by the referee’s failure to act, 

At a half-mile in Oklahoma City I 
understand that a Novice died as a re- 
sult of injuries sustained when he hit a 
steel guard rail that had been installed 
this year, presumably for automobile 
races. 

I cannot believe that it would have de- 
tracted from these races to have pre- 
pared the track at Sparta to keep the 
dust down, to have filled in the hole in 
Urbana, to put hay bales in the turns at 
Oklahoma City. I can’t see where allow- 
ing beer in the pits is going to make the 
general public feel that motorcycle rac- 
ing is a serious professional sport, In 
the 1969 rule book (I was sent a 1969 
rule book for the 1970 season), Chapter 
VI, section 2 (a) and 2 (d) concerning the 
duties of a referee with respect to track 
preparation and safety seem like good 
rules, I question the referees’ adher- 
ence to them. 

I would next like to say a few words 
about promotion of motorcycle events. 

On the day of the National in Sedalia, 
the local Sunday paper had a fairly large 
article on the automobile races to be held 
that day, at the end of which was the 
sentence, ‘‘Motorcycle races will be run 
this morning’’. That was the total pre- 
race coverage, Our waitress at break- 
fast didn’t know there was going to be 
motorcycle races that day. I guess she 
hadn’t read the morning paper. As I re- 
call, the automobile races that followed 
the National cost about 2 dollars less a 
seat than the motorcycle races, What this 
means to me is that the promoters feel 

they have a captive audience of people 
who follow motorcycle racing and who 
will pay whatever is asked to seearace, 
Neither the promoters nor the AMA 
seem interested in broadening the appeal 
of motorcycle-racing. The rule book 
says that promoters shall not do any 
false advertising. I mightalso make some 
statement of a positive nature about at 
least newspaper coverage, I have driven 
all night to a race because no one knew 


if it was a day or night race, 

The next item on my agenda is the run- 
ning of the race meets, I’ve read that 
Louisville was a well run race, but I 
didn’t read about the four hour wait in a 
very hot parking lot waiting for the 
sanction papers to be flown in, I didn’t 
read about how the police hassled the 
wives when they tried to sit in the shade 
in the stands until the public was let in, 
(In our pluralistic society we do not re- 
quire motorcycle racers to take vows of 
celibacy and I see no point of going out 
of one’s way to make it difficult for 
wives.) 

I sat in the stands at the short track 
at St. Charles, Missouri at the beginning 
middle, and end of their season and while 
the races were good the program always 
dragged, 

It is still a free enough country so that 
if motorcycle racers wish to participate 
in a sport where the people who manage 
it do not feel the need to see that tracks 
are properly prepared and that extra- 
ordinary hazards are removed, they can, 
They can race for a fraction of the 
money most professional athletes get 


because their own association fails to 
promote both themselves and their events 
properly. They can continue in this way 
and motorcycle racing will continue to 
draw the hard core afficiandos and the 
big crowds will go to- car races and 
football games, 

It is my feeling that motorcycle racers 
deserve better than this. In my experi- 
ence motorcycle racers are intelligent, 
interesting, worthwhile men— often more 
so than participants in other sports, I 
think they can sell Vitalis as wellas Don 
Drysdale and can speak on the Johnny 
Carson show as well as Lenny Dawson. 
I think they are more than a rag-tag 
bunch of daredevils racing arounda con- 
demned county fair horse track, Unfor- 
tunately, the organization that represents 
them doesn’t seem to share my views. 

I realize that the objects of my criti- 
cism are not universally bad, I’ve only 
been in the pits at Ascot once, but I 
thought the track was beautifully pre- 
pared and the races well run, I thought 


‘the mile National at Indianapolis was a 


pleasant experience, As opposed to the 
promotion at Sedalia, was the press and 
T.V. coverage of Houston, At the two day 
race meet at Stockton, Kansas for the 
Rooks County Fair the whole town shuts 
down for the races, I would like to give 
some kudos to Dick Gardner, the referee 
in Kansas, who I think runs about the 
best races I’ve been to, both from the 
rider’s and spectator’s point of view. 
But these glimpses of light do not do 
much to brighten the picture as a whole, 
I don’t like the idea of men being 
killed in out of the way tracks and just 
disappearing. I don’t like men getting 
hurt when it can easily be avoided, I. don’t 
like the idea of a racer spending a sea- 
son on the road, sleeping inparking lots, 
eating a steady diet of hot dogs, racing 
well, and ending up with a worn out 
motorcycle and broke. And to add insult 
to injury no one ever knows who he is, 
I don’t like inviting my non-motorcycle 
friends to go to the races and having 
them say they aren’t interested in watch- 
ing a bunch of lunatics try to kill them- 
selves. I don’t like people thinking that 
I am perpetrating the sudden and immi- 
nent demise of the racer I sponsor, 
I don’t race so that which everway it 
goes it won’t make any difference to me 
personally until it is time for my sons 
to apply for an AMA license, seven years 
hence, I will still respect the people who 
race, and when it is financially possible 
I will again sponsor a racer, I just wich 
I could be as proud of the sport asa 
profession as I am of my association 
with the participants in it.

GREENHOR

1970 — At 6 am Saturday the first of 500’ 


riders left this high desert community 
to begin the grueling, 500 mile, .1970 
Annual Greenhorn Enduro, By dusk Sin- 
day, fewer than forty percent of the en- 
tries would manage to pass the final 
check point of the West’s longest, and 
sometimes most difficult, desert classic. 


Since the Greenhorn is a traditional 
event most top enduro riders try to ride 
it at least once, This year there were 
riders from 15 states, including New 
York, Delaware, Arkansas, and Alaska, 
Two of the more famous Eastern riders 
present were John Penton and Leroy 
Winters. This is Penton’s first shot at 
the Greenhorn, Winter’s second. 

The weather for the run was as perfect 
as could reasonably be expected, with 
clear skies and temperatures not over 
90. In past years, the heathas eliminated 
many riders, but few could claim that 
excuse this year, 

Saturday’s run of 216.7 miles was not 
terribly difficult, but even so, only about 
287 of the original riders were able to 
start the second half of the run on Sun- 
day, Although relatively easy as enduros 
go, two hundred miles cross-country is 
still a long grind. Itis commonly believed 
by many riders that the Greenhorn is 
mostly dirt roads. This is not true; 
probably less than 10% of the run is 
composed of dirt roads but the trails 
for the most part aren’t overly difficult, 
This is in keeping with the Pasadena 

ı MC’s aim of making this an enduro for 
the average rider, 

The entry on Sunday was filled out with 
“Sunday Only” riders and five riders 
were allowed on a number, Even so, 
there were some numbers with only one 
rider, Sunday morning’s ride contained 
some difficult terrain and at least one 
rider was seriously hurt, reportedly

WALKER’S MA 


By Terry Pratt 


There have been several automotive 
engines adapted for motorcycle use but 
most of these monsters are strip burn- 
ers and pretty impractical for anything 
except a tire shredding run through the 
traps on a drag strip. 

However, there is on automotive en- 
gine that lends itself to motorcycle ap- 
plication so well that it seems that to 
have been designed with a two wheeler 
in mind, 

The ubiquitous Volkswagen is a com- 
monplace and pretty sedate little sedan, 
But when you throw away that beetle 
shaped body and shoehorn the VW en- 
gine into a suitable motorcycle frame 
the innocuous four banger transforms 
itself into a genuine super-bike power 
plant that will straighten your arms any 
time you grab a hand full of twistgrip. 

There have been a few examples of 
VW powered bikes but one of the most 
recent has been built by Wayne Walker, 
a garage foreman for the Long Beach 
Harbor Dept, 

Wayne said he had ridden his Marusho 
for about three years before he blew 
a piston. 

“I had a chance to buy this Volks- 
wagen engine’, he explains, ‘‘so I start- 
ed measuring things out, When I saw 
that everything would fit I said, Let’s 
gol” 

The Marusho was a 500cc opposed, 
shaft drive twin patterned after the BMW, 

In order to take advantage of the shaft 
drive design, most shaft driven bikes 
have the engine crankshaft axis running 
fore and aft between the wheels, Which 
is, of course, the way the VW is in- 
stalled in both the car and a bike. With 
a little frame stretching and lots of hours 
it looks like the VW could be dropped 
into almost any shaft driven motorcycle. 

With all that mass rotating around the 
centerline of the bike it tends to roll to 
the left when the throttle is opened, 
That’s only if the machine is standing 
still, Once rolling the effect is virtually 
unnoticeable. 

Walker’s Maru Wagen, as he has 
chosen to call it, starts with the standard 
Marusho kickstarter lever, driving

through the Marusho transmission, He 
says if he were going to do it again he 
would provide for an electric starter 
although it is surprisingly unnecessary. 

Another surprise is that the Wolfsburg 
Wonder is actually smaller in some 
dimensions than the Jpanaese engine it 
replaces, The VW is one half an inch 
shorter from rocker cover to rocker 
cover and 3-1/2 inches lower. However, 
it is 3-1/2 inches longer and that forced 
Wayne to lengthen the frame a corres- 
ponding amount to accept the new engine, 
The VW weighs some 45 pounds more 
than the Marusho engine but has almost 
three times the displacement. Those 
extra cubic inches translate into brute 
low-speed torque that is available at 
almost any speed, 

The VW is mated to the Marusho in a 
very simple and straight forward man- 
ner, An adaptor was fabricated from a 
large pipe section and two plates; one 
with the VW bolt pattern and one to fit 
the Marusho transmission, The center 
of the VW flywheel was machined out 
and dropped into a hole machined out of 
the center of the stock Marusho fly- 
wheel, It was then shoulder bolted and 
machined to fit the Marusho clutch which 
seems to be sufficient so far, Wayne 
shucked the single VW carburetor in 
favor of a pair of SU’s from an Austin 
Healey Sprite, 

The throaty pipes were made by Wayne 
and then chromed, 

We had a chance to ride the machine 
and, as might be imagined, it was very 
tractable yet really torrid in the ac- 
celeration department, 

In fact, it made us wonder why it 
wasn’t built like that in the first place,

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A.M.X.T. Captain Russ Darnell 
Writes About The Yugoslavian 6.P. 


We have just returned from the Yugo- 
slavian Grand Prix which took place at 
Marlbor on the 10th of May, My last 
letter. was about my race in France, 
Here’s what happened next! 

We traveled late at night to get near 
Italy and to Busca where my next race 
was after Vannes-St, Nolf. We arrived 
at the circuit in Busca about 8:00 in the 
evening the night before the race, which 
was on a Thursday, It rained hard all 
night long, and all the next day, The 
conditions were very bad for me and my 
problem of having to wear glasses to 
see. I enjoyed the course in spite of the 
mud and treacherous conditions, The 
circuit was very difficult in the wet 
because of the many steep up and down 
hills and sharp corners, In thefirst race 
I led the start, and I was first for about 
three or four laps, I was having no 
trouble keeping the lead when four guys 
I was lapping fell on an up-hill just in 
front of me and clogged up traffic, I had 
to go back down to get another run and 
lost the lead, Then the bike loaded up 
really bad and I lost many places, still 
on this same hill, 

I had to stop nearly every lap to have 
my dad or some spectator wipe off my 
glasses so I could continue, At the end, 
even will all the stops I had to make, I 
came back up to sixth. 

I led the final event also until the rain 
started so hard I could not see at all so 
I had to drop out. I was really disappoint- 
ed but my glasses are just a problem 
I have to live with. 

One thing Idid learn, if any of our rid- 
ers are having trouble with blisters, 
here is the solution, Use women’s hand 
cream, I have been using it for three 
weeks now and have not had one blister, 

From Italy we traveled in the rain on 
toward Yugoslavia. No problem at the 
border crossing, Yugoslavia is fantasti- 
cally beautiful! It was really nice, 

The circuit at Maribor is grassy, fast 


and very bumpy, It is situated ina valley 
shaped like an inverted funnel. The 
course winds down and back up each side 
of the funnel, the crosses to the opposite 
side past the start area at the small end 
of the funnel, Then a long, long fast 
section on the wide end of the funnel takes 
you around the other way again, The start 
system is a metal gate and you know 
exactly when the gate is going to fall by 
a clock which everyone can see, In the 
first start I was 41st. 1 worked up to 
22nd before the finish, on this super- 
rough course, 

In the second leg I was really keyed 
up. I watched the clock and when it got 
down to two seconds I put it in gear and 
dropped the clutch. I guessed right and 
got a fantastic drive off the line. The 
gate fell just before my wheel got to it 
and I led the start. You can’t imagine 
what it feels like to lead a GP. I topped 
a rise and in my excitement, going over, 
I accidentally pulled it out of fourth gear 
and got engulfed by the pack, I rode 
much better in the second leg andfinish- 
ed up 18th, The gave meanoverall finish

Riverside 
Land Grab 


By Elaine Jones 


The rule of thumb these days seems 
to be the prohibiting of cyclists as much 
as possible, Riverside is no exception, 
Through friends in City Hall word went 
out that several ordinances were to be 
presented to the City Council for their 
approval, Here they are: 

Ord. A Prohibits the use of private 
property unless written consent is given 
by the owner and is carried on your 
person, 

Ord, B Prohibits cycle riding within 
2,000 feet of any residence with city 
streets, parking lots and similar public 
facilities being excepted. 

Ord, C Requires all bikes ridden with- 
in the city limits to adhere to state 
noise level standards for vehicles, 

C&H Kawasaki, K&N and Custom Su- 
zuki spread the word and through ads and 
a lot of telephone calls 150 to 200 en- 
thusiasts turned out to make their voices 
heard, As usual the local newspapers 
account spent more time expounding on 
the complaints voiced by ten of the 15 
people who were opposed to bikes. One 
man openly bragged of having ‘‘shot the 
tires off Hell’s Angels bikes.’ This is 
the category we were placed in. One 
other lady stated there were riders tear- 
ing up and down by her house at two and 
three a.m. in the morning. Others cited 
the cutting of fences, tearing down of No 
Trespass signs and destruction of land- 
scaping. 

We as riders admitted some of these 
things are happening, but it is a minority 
rather than a majority. Another factor 
that City Councilmen John Wentz pointed 
out is that many of the riders causing 
problems are reported coming from 
other cities. They come to the area known 
as Canyon Crest and camp overnight. 

Due to the large tunout, and to their 
credit, a lot of it was young, and the 
sincere way we presented ourselves we 
have been given a 45 day reprieve to 
clean up our own back yard. The Council 
has told the City Attorney however, to 
prepare an ordinance banning cyclists 
(mini-bikes included) from riding on ` 
private property without the owners 
written permission, The law would also 
require strict enforcement of state noise 
level standards for the vehicles, Council- 
men Sotelo, who owns five bikes, saidhe 
would push for the distance factor, 

The law goes into effect July 7th 
unless cyclists can blunt the complaints 
of noise and property damage from city 
residents and property owners, We have 
a long way to go and a lot of help will 
have to come from those riders wholive 
in ather cities and come to Riverside 
to ride, We ask your help and your co- 
operation, We will be watching and we 
will call you down if we see abuses, 

A committee is being formed and a 
public meeting will be held at City Hall 
to put forth a plan of action, We have a 
partial victory, We have been given the 
chance to police ourselves and the Coun- 
cil is aware that we do need a specific 
area that is solely for our use. 

A light but ironic note came about 
when Mayor Ben Lewis was informed the 
C&H Mini-Bike Club was turned down 
when they applied to ride in the Centen- 
nial Parade. After several calls placed 
in behalf of the Mayor word came back 
that they were most welcome, The Mayor 
quipped, ‘‘I guess you don’t know the 
right people.’’ That kind of says it all.

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A Greenhorn Rider’s Account 


In most enduros the primary requirement of the rider is not endurance but skill. 
He must be able to work his way over some incredible terrain without destroying 
either himself or his bike. The Greenhorn is different, The emphasis is really on 
endurance, 

You start off very early from Pearblossom, It is a nice time to be riding and ten 
miles of dirt road gives your muscles a chance to wake up. Then into some not very 
difficult sandwashes and some nice trail on your way to Hi Vista, the first gas stop, 
Twenty-eight miles hadn’t even put a dent in my gas supply, but since I was there I 
bought twenty cents worth and left for Four Corners, It was already starting to get 
hot. 

The trail out is a nice one full of hoop-de-doos and ditches but nobody was riding 
it except me. There was an asphalt road running parallel, and everyone was hauling 
down that road at 50 per, I wondered how they knew where it was going and fervently 
wished for a check behind some bush. Pretty soon the asphalt ran out, and we were 
all together again heading toward Highway 395. There was some rough stuff that was 
affecting me more than most because I had started the run with a twisted knee, Some 
of those twisting, rock-filled sandwashes really got to me, but I was still running 
close to schedule at Four Corners. From Four Corners we were going to make a big 
loop out toward Iron Mountain, 

The Iron Mountain loop was almost all fairly difficult trail, getting up quite high, 
and it was hot. Putting my foot down caused me a lot of pain, so I went fairly slowly 
over the rough stretches and caught up when it got smooth, I’m sure some riders 
were confused as I passed them time after time on the smooth sections at speeds up 
to 80 mpl, At the lunch stop I wondered about the advisability of going on, but the rest 
helped and, like most desert riders, I feel there is something vaguely dishonorable 
about quitting while the bike is still running. 

Leaving Four ‘Corners for the second time, we went up a sandwash that really 
tested the bike. It was unbelievably deep, and we were going uphill to boot, Lots and 
lots of bikes down in that wash. I was really thankful for good old thumper power 
because if I had had to work hard in that wash, it would have all been over. The next 
stop was a god-forsaken hill cailed the Gladding McBean mine. My wife had brought 
some gas in for a fellow on a Bultaco, but he never got there, She said the road in 
was probably worse than the course, and I didn’t argue, I had liked that section.

when he and his machine went over a 
cliff, He suffered a broken shoulder and 
several broken ribs. Rescue 3 was on 
hand to help with first aid.

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From the mine we went onto some trail that was a mixture of hoop-de-doos, 
washboard, large and small ditches, and whatever else you can think of. It was tricky, 
and I was tired. I fell down a couple of times, I got into Red Mountain to find that my 
wife hadn’t arrived but had sent me some gas. This was troublesome because I had 
broken a footpeg and was unable to make a repair without my tools, The ext section 
was very bad, lots of those tight little sandwashes and rock. When I got to Trona 
Railroad crossing I was worn out from riding without a peg, and the heat had really 
gotten to me, I just sat there, ignoring the schedule, wondering if there was any 
possible way I could ride the last twenty miles, I got on the bike but didn’t have the 
strength to kick it over, so I kicked it with the compression release on and it started! 
I couldn’t believe it, 














The trail from Trona to Ridgecrest is one of the nicest I have ever ridden, the 
kind that just swoops up and down hills and between giant rocks, really great to ride. 
It seemed to make the whole thing worthwhile, 

The next morning we left Ridgecrest on some rocky fire trails and got into some 
rough riding almost immediately. At one point we were riding a very narrow sand- 
wash and suddenly the arrows indicated a right turn at what was apparently a wall. 
When we got to it there was a tiny little shoot going up at 45 degrees and about 
handlebar width. Wow. 

Even my Victor was working very hard in those washes and at the Garlock Road 
stop I retarded the timing a little soit wouldn’t ping. More sandwash to Red Mountain 
and then up into the mountains. A fantastic view from on top. The road down required 
a lot of confidence, I twas very steep, and there was a sheer dop on either side. 
When we got to the bottom it was straight across the desert to lunch at Four Corners. 
Only 100 miles to go. 

From Four Corners we did another loop out toward Iron Mountain through very 
deep sand, My Victor had a tough time getting on top and wouldn’t pull third at all. 
But then it was over, We were back at Four Corners and it was an easy fifty mile 
run back to Pearblossom except for a couple of nasty hills that finished a lot of bikes 
almost within sight of the finish. I did a glorious endo going down one of them and 
completely flattened my GI canteen. 

Whhen I handed over the final check card to one of the members of the Pasadena 
MC, I reflected that they had done one fantastic job. The course was marked and 
measured to perfection. Their checking system, from a rider’s view, was the best. 
A bit of difficulty was experienced by some of the pit crews, though, who arrived at 
a check and couldn’t find out whether their riders had gone through or were broken 
down, As stated before, there was nothing really tough, but 500 miles of cross- 
country riding is a real test of endurance.
